ML 
Trocchio, less than three miles from Cassino, was under a t­ 
tack. The Highth Army patrolled near the Adriatic. In that 
sea, British destroyers sank three schooners, damaged and 
forced the Germans to abandon four others, and shelled rail­ 
ways along the sea and the Ancona marshaling yards. 
New Russian-Poland Borders 
Russia offered Poland the Curaon line as a boundary, 
keeping all but 3,800 square miles which the Red Army occu­ 
pied in 1939 in agreement with Germany. 
Poland was in­
